Adenauer, Konrad. World indivisible, with 
liberty and justice for all. Tr. from the 
German by Richard and Clara Winston. 
Harper, $2.75. Tentative date August 10. 


The Chancellor of the German Federal Re- 
public states his political philosophy during 
a time he judges to be the most crucial in 
modern history. With single-minded fervor 
he proclaims his faith in the political and 
economic unity of Europe, a German alliance 
with the West, Christian versus communist 
values, and the ultimate reunification of Ger- 
many. He reports on recent trips to the US., 
England, and Greece, and evaluates the 
achievements of the Council of Europe, the 
Coal and Steel Community, and the Paris 
Conference. If his predictions of future Soviet 
policy are sometimes based on _ inspired 
guesses, his piety and integrity are every- 
where in evidenee. 


Gunther, John. Inside Africa. Harper, $6. 
Tentative date September 21. 


In the familiar manner of his earlier surveys 
the author investigates political and social 
conditions on the African continent. Pleading 
the magnitude of his task he apologizes for 
the length of a book into which he has com- 
pressed a staggering amount of information, 
some of it fairly widely known, and some not 
so well known. In journalistic fashion the 
text follows the general path of the author’s 
itinerary, from the north and east to the 
south and west. Extensive bibliography.

Returning to the scene of his early romances, 
the author tells another red-blooded tale of 
adventure in the South Seas. Tom Dunster, 
an aimless wanderer since the death of his 
wife and child, reluctantly comes to the aid 
of Kit and Lory Mowbray, the son and daugh- 
ter of the murdered white rajah of Selatan. 
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In a revolt headed by the Mowbrays’ Eura- 
sian cousin, Kit is killed; Dunster and Lory 
are set adrift, but survive to confound their 
enemies and found a new line of rajahs.

Somewhat past their first youth Catherine 
and Lawrence Ashland marry for companion- 
ship rather than romantic love. Even so, 
Catherine is wounded by her husband’s lack 
of warmth and by the hostility of his son 
Stephen, about whom troubling tales are told. 
After nursing Stephen through pneumonia 
and paying a visit to his sister, Catherine 
pieces together what she has learned, and is 
thus able to help both Stephen and his father 
to recognize and overcome their emotional 
dependence on the memory of her predeces- 
sor, a charming but self-centered cripple. 


Marric, J. J. Gideon’s day. Harper, $2.75. 
August 10. 

A novel of Scotland Yard which, like Quen- 
tin Reynolds’ Headquarters (Booxk.uistT 51: 330, 
Ap 15 55), pays tribute to the work of a 
large metropolitan police force through the 
portrayal of one man’s activities. Superin- 
tendent Gideon starts his day by suspending 
a detective accused of taking bribes. From 
then on, he hardly has time for a cup of tea 
as he directs investigations of the day’s quota 
of underworld crimes and of sudden, un- 
planned burglaries, assaults, sex offenses, and 
murders or suspected murder. Will appeal to 
mystery fans and to those interested in crime 
and police techniques.

After 
this rather superficial introduction, he writes 
with warmth and assurance of the weaknesses 
in the Soviet Union that should become the 
targets of American political warfare. A 
thoughtful, informative, but somewhat hap- 
hazardly organized report for the general 
reader.

Among the many books written on national- 
ism this inquiry stands out for range of 
scholarship, distinction of style, and aware- 
ness of complexities. Convinced that nation- 
alism is the chief problem of our time, the 
author has spent most of his adult life in 
reading and reflecting on the meaning, origin, 
bases, and consequences of nationalism. His 
studies in history, anthropology, and psychol- 
ogy lead him to conclude that it is national- 
ism that keeps men apart, not their differ- 
ences; they are, after all, members of the 
same species. A long and useful bibliography 
is included.

The autobiography of an orphan maltreated 
by the Soviet regime reads like a Dickens 
novel transplanted to a Russian setting.

Sometimes he shared starvation and vermin 
with other waifs in an orphan’s home; some- 
times he roved the Soviet Union with a gang 
of delinquents who thieved, drank, and mur- 
dered. As a prisoner of the Germans during 
World War II, he refused repatriation. An 
appalling document of social injustice, fortu- 
nately relieved by a happy ending. Pub- 
lished in England with title: Outlaw.

The author, who teaches history at Johns 
Hopkins, stresses the fact that segregation, 
which began only after the Civil War, is not 
a fixed folkway in the South; it can gradually 
be eliminated. He traces the economic, po- 
litical, and social factors behind the anti- 
segregation movement which started about 
20 years ago and has gained so much mo- 
mentum since the end of World War II. The 
James W. Richard Lectures at the University 
of Virginia in 1954.

Then he 
accepted the challenge of taming the $4,000,-
